ement , andconſtant reſolution foꝛ the obleruante of Lent , and Fiſh dayes both now and

Nd fozaſmuch as the vle and libertie now taken, is ſo farre declined from the abſtinence, 
and moderation of fozmer times, as in ſtead of faſting , and fozbearing Suppers on Fri⸗ 
dayes both in Lent, and other times, Which heretofoze was duely obſerued; there is now 
nothing moze vluall, then to make ſpeciall choice of Friday nights foz Suppers and entertain- 
ment, and to marke out thoſe dayes foꝛ riot andexceſſe, to the great offence and ſcandall of Go- 
nernment: Foz the auoyding whereof, as it is to be wiſhed, that euery man would be a rule of oꝛ⸗ 
der to himlelte in his olwne houle, alwel in reſpect of the Publique, as ot his pꝛiuate eaſe and com⸗ 
moditie : So his Mateſtie doth ſtraitly charge and command all Inholders, Keepers of Oꝛdi⸗ 

Tables, Uictualers, Alehoule-keepers and Lauerners, not to make any Supper foz any 
on, 0zperſons whatloeuer vpon Friday nights, either in Lent oꝛ out of Lent, noꝛ to ſuffer 
any Meat to be then d2eſſed, vttered, ſold, oz eaten in their houles, vponſuch puniſhment ,as is 
due to thole that ſhall contemne his Maieſties Royallpleaſure andcommandement, 


Md as theſe Oꝛders are expꝛeſſely deuiſed to be exetuted in the Citie of London and plates 
neere to the lame: Do his Maieſties pleaſure and Commandement is, That the execution 
ofthele, oꝛ like Oꝛders be perfozmed by the commandement of his Mateſties Juſtices of 
Peace in all Shires within their Rule, and to all other Officers in Townes Cozpozate , oz in 
anyLiberties, with like oꝛder foz the Bonds to bee taken to his Maieſties vſe, and certified in- 
tothe Exchequer : And that no manner of toleration, fauour oꝛtonntuentie be vſed by any Ju⸗ 
lite ofÞeace, oꝛ other Officer, contrary to the true meaning of thele Oꝛders, as both they that 
ſhall pꝛelume wittingly ſo to tolerate the offente, as alſo the Party himſelfe offending will an- 
ſwere the ſame at their vttermoſt perils. It being his Maieſties erpzeſſe pleaſure, that his 
Lawesinthis caſe ſhall be Hereafter ſeuerely executed vpon all offenders whatſoeuer.
